Eminent actors, sing­ 
ers, and orators have been induced J 
to make practical tests of the acous- j 
tic values of the great hall during 
its construction and changes 
have 
been made at the suggestion of those j 
w ho have found defects in the acous­ 
tics. 
As the place is now arranged. 
a speaker is plainly heard by auditors1 
sitting in any part of the vast build- j 
iug. 
The committee in charge of the 
construction of the auditorium decid-j 
ed to place the stage of the conven-• 
tion as near the center o f fhe hall as 
possible, instead of near one end, as 
is the custom in such places. 
This 
gi veg the speaker a great advantage, 
inasmuch as it enables him to use a 
lower tone of voice than is usually 
employed in addressing 14.000 peo­ 
ple. although he is required to turn 
his back on part of his audience dur-i 
ing bls address 
The Denver auditorium is so con-; 
j strucied that the speaker stands on 
a lower level than his auditors, and 
all the air currents pasing through 


j the building for ventilating purposes 
are drawn from directly beneath the 
platform on 
which 
the 
speakers} 
stand. 
In this manner every circum­ 
stance tends to carry the sounds of 
the speaker’s voice straight to 
his I 
hearers, so that his lowest tone 
Is 
more plainly heard than 
are 
the 
strongest efforts of a speaker 
ad­ 
dressing an audience in a hall con­ 
structed in the ordinary way.
